ploy One hundred, the Button-Trade being ſo much .decayed by the Importation of Fo- 
reign Hair Buttons, and the like is in proportion to all other Butron-makers. , . 

The Third ObjeCtion againſt rhe Bill is, if the Bill ſhould paſs, the Button-makerg 
having the Trade in their own Hands, would Enhance the Price of cheir Buttons, and 
make worſe Goods. ,  .

To which *cis anſwered, That Experience hath ſhewaſk.che contrary ; for, during the 
time that Foreign Hair Buttons were prohibited by the late King's Proclamation, the Button- 
makers did not exaCt one Farthing more tor their Buttons, or make worſe Buttons.

| For all the Butrons which are imported are made of Enghſh Horſe-hair, which is ex- 
ported in ſuch great Quantities, that thereby the price of Hair is encreaſed from Sixtee1 


But by the Prohibition of Foreign Hair Buttons, very little of our Hair will be ez9or-- 
ed, and by thar means it will be reduced to its ancient price ; and conſequently rþ Price 
of Buttons will be proportionably abared.
